I was much amused at many incredu- 
lous persons doubting the truth of the 
statement about duck-shooting pub- 
lished iu the Richmond Dlspdvh, 
wherein a couple of hunters on the 
Ohesapeake shot a small dipper duck, 
putting four loads of No. 4 shot into it, 
then ran it down with a boat, caught it, 
picked all the feathers from it, cut its 
head off and, after taking out its en- 
trails, let it into the water to wash it, 
when it gave a tlop and got away, swim- 
ming so rapidly that it took them an 
hour to secure it again. 

Perhaps tliis does look a little tishy, 
but it can be readily believed by any one 
that is acquainted with the tougli nature 
of Virginia fowls.

He looked so tough 
that a soldier whose courage would never 
falter at charging an enemy's battery 
shrank from the more difli<jult task of 
boiling his carca.'^s tender enough to eal 
We were out of rations and hungry. My 
mess got sight of that old rooster, whose 
comb had been worn down by the storma 
of many years, and bore a sliglit impress 
of the initials B. C. We were driven 
to desperation by the cravings of our 
hungry sto naehs, and in a few moments* 
we had hitu dr.^esed and in a camp- 
kettle, boiling furiously, with a large 
pile of fagots coll< oted. We were to sit 
up all night, by turns, and keep the fire 
red-hot under him hopins by this time 
to have him cooked for a dainty break- 
fast. My turn came to tire under him 
at four o'clock a. m. I kept him boil- 
ing for over an hour, when sleep over- 
oame me, and I dropped off Into a doae. 
Just at break of day, imagine my suriirise 
at being aroused by a cry alwavs sweet to 
the ean of an old soldier. That rooster 
had jumped up, knocked the lid off the 
kettle, and was sitting on the rim crow- 
ing for daylight, as if nothing had hap- 
pened to mar his eomfort or pleasure. 
After arousing tln^ oanip with his clarion 
bugle notes, ne flew down and strutted 
off with the importance of a field ofBeer 
of tlie day, and my mess had no breaks ' 
fast I merely make this statement to 
corroborate the duck-shooter's yarn. 
Captaini Hawkliit was with on lihat 
occasion, and can vouch for me, if any 
doubt that Virginia fowls are tough.

Savs the New York Tribune : Although 
we are lavishing millions in pensions, 
'tliere is no reason wliv great care should 
not be taken to .see that as little as possible 
of this money goes t<» persons who iiave 
no right to it. No doul>t thousands of dol- 
lars will never reach those whom they are 
supposed to reach. Senator Beck's amend- 
ment directing that the Commissioner of 
Pensions sliould piil>lish in every countv 
where pensioners live, botli in newspapers 
and by displaying a list in the post-ottice, 

the names of such person.s, was a good amounts to the following 
one. It is no dishonor to be an honest 
pensioner of the Government, and it can 
hardly be an affront to publish such a 
person's name any more than it is an 
affront to honest men to pass laws against 
stealing. And the i)ublication of such lists 
mi^ht save rightful but ignorant claimants 
of penHIotts from frauds, as well as direct 
itt0ntion to persons who have tto right to 
tiia kom:i^% d«yei«aitDt.

Hm history and legislation of Ljcnr* 
1^8 are iuvolved in considerable obscur- 
itv ; inileed, to such an extent that many 
of the leading scliuiarti of modern times 
have viewed them with no little tue- 
picion, Tlie generally accepted account 
of the celebrated Spartan law-giver is to 
the effect that Lycurgus lived about 880 
years before our era, or, according to 
others, about the year lit M) B. C, and 
was descended from the Doric family of 
the Proclidae. Po^jdeotee, hi* brother, 
King of Sparta, died, and to liis widow 
was liorn a posthumous son. The widow 
and motht r proposed to L^curgns to 
destroy the unborn babe if be mnr- 
ried her. Lycurgns was ehocked, 
but pretended partially to consent 
by saving it was as easy to make 
way with an infant after as before it 
.oame into t)ie world. When the child 
was bom Lycurgus at once proclaimed 
him King, and his nncle became his 
goardiau. Then it is recr)rt]e 1 that Ly- 
enrgus traveled in many lands in A>ia 
Minor. Crete, Egypt, and' even India, but 
as to tiie latter it in dt cidetlly uncertain 
and unlikely. He studied the constitu- 
tions of the nations he traveled among, 
and finally, after many long journeyingH, 
he returned to fSpirta. During liis ab- 
seucti atl'airs had become disordered in 
Sparta, affcT^ hl^ Sftfrail Mn^bst th« en- 
tire community ro(iut>sted him to draw 
up a constitution for ih< m, to which be 
consented. Then he induced them to 
BOlenmly swear that they would make no 
change in the laws till he came back, 
and he left Sparta, and it was uevi r 
known exactly whitli< r he went or where 
he died. By his departure and failure to 
return he had hoped tomake tlie .Si)artan 
Constitution eternal: and the people 
^aw he was a god, and worshipped him. 
Probably such a person as Lycurgus ex- 
isted, who, at bonic remote time and 
oritiMd jnnotnre in Spartan affairs, may 
have been sclt cted, pt rhapa, on account 
of his wisdom and n putation, to prepare 
a code of laws for the better govern- 
ment of the State. It can not be im- 
agined that the entire legislation of 
bparta was first invented by Lycurgus 
and imposed np<m the people all at 
once; it is reasonable to hup]iose, how- 
ever, that he tioih cied, modiried, and en- 
larged the prcvi«>u^ly existing institu- 
tions of Sparta. It in related by Plu- 
tarch that Lycurgus "commanded that 
all gold and silver coin should be culled 
in, and that only a tort of money made 
*- of iron s hcNrid t>e current, a great weight 
e and tjuautity of which was of but very 
t. little worth ; so t at to lay up twenty or 
thirty pounds there was required a 
pretty largo closet, nnd, to remove it, 
nothing |ess thau.a ^oke of oxen. With 
the dufumon at thm money, at onoe a 
number of vices were banished from 
Lacediemon ; for wh'> would r- b another 
of such a coin? Who would unjustly 
detain or take by fovoe, or accept as a 
bribe, a thing which is not easy to hide 
nor a credit to have, nor, indeed, of any 
nietoontin pieces? For when it was 
jnst red hot, theyqaenched it in vinegar, 
and by that mtans spoil, d it, and made 
it almost incapable of being worked. — 
Chicago Inter-Ocean,
